Well,  I guess  we  are  all  supposed  to  know  what  we  all 
what  to  be  when  we  grow  up  now. . .right?  It's  a question 
that  we've  all  been  asked  many  times,  in  many  forms, 
especially  now  that  we  are  graduating  and  'going  off  in 
the  real  world.'  Instead  of  asking  you  the  same  thing,  I 
pose  to  you  a question  that  you  likely  have  never  been 
asked  before:  Who  do  you  want  to  be  when  you  grow 
up?

Bob  Wood,  long-time  trustee  and  friend  of  Muhlenberg  College,  passed  away  in  his  home  on  October  29, 201 2. 


"Muhlenberg  College  has  lost  a great  friend,"  said  Muhlenberg  College  President  Randy  Helm.  "The  College  has 
been  associated  with  the  Wood  family  over  a period  spanningeight  decades." 


Bob's  father,  Milton  "Scotty"  Wood,  provided  the  first  food  service  at  Muhlenberg  College  in  1 948.  The  Wood 
Company,  now  part  of  the  Sodexo  Group,  has  maintained  the  dining  contract  for  63  years.  The  College's  athletic 
stadium,  built  in  1999,  is  named  after  "Scotty"  Wood,  and  the  campus  restaurant,  opened  in  August  2010,  is 
named  the  "Ilene  and  Robert  Wood  Dining  Commons."  Bob  also  was  the  long-time  chair  of  the  College's  annual 
men's  and  women's  basketball  tournament,  the  Scotty  Wood  Tournament. 


"Virtually  everywhere  you  turn  in  Allentown  and  beyond,"  said  Helm,  "you  will  find  that  Bob  Wood  was  an 
energetic  presence  promoting  the  arts  and  the  overall  well-being  of  Lehigh  Valley  residents.  He  and  his 
wonderful  wife,  Ilene,  are  an  inspiring  example  not  only  to  Muhlenberg's  volunteer  leadership,  but  to  our 
students  and  alumni  as  well,  of  how  to  live  a life  of  leadership  and  service." 

Bob  Wood 
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Dr.  Charles  Russell  associate  professor  of  chemistry, 
passed  away  on  the  evening  of  January  26, 201 2. 

A 1 978  graduate  of  Wesleyan  University,  Russell 
received  his  Ph.D.  in  organic  chemistry  from 
Colorado  State  in  1 983.  He  taught  two  years  at 
Kansas  State  University  before  arriving  at 
Muhlenberg  in  1 988. 

Russell  received  several  summer  faculty  research 
grants.  His  recent  research  interest  was  in 
organometallic  chemistry.  Other  long-term  interests 
included  p-allyl  palladium  chemistry  and  the 
development  of  enanitoselecti ve  alkylation 
reactions.

a message  from  mike  bruckner  vice  president  of  public  relations 

This  past  year  was  an  exciting  one  for  Muhlenberg  College.  The  College  continued  to  flourish  and  2011-12  was  another 
strong  year,  although  after  the  first  few  months  no  one  knew  where  we  would  end  up.  We  started  the  year  a bit  crazed  — a 
hurricane,  an  earthquake  and  a Halloween  snow  storm.  Then,  a power  outage  that  left  some  off  campus  properties  in  the  cold 
and  dark  for  several  days.  Since  then,  however,  Muhlenberg  College  experienced  an  exciting,  productive  and  extraordinary 
year — one  we  can  all  be  proud  of. 


The  real  highlight  is  that  students  won  several  major  national  academic  awards.  Students  won  a Udall,  a Goldwater,  a 
Fulbright  and  Jake  Glass  became  the  second  Truman  Scholar  in  school  history.  Other  than  the  Rhodes,  these  are  some  of  the 
most  prestigious  academic  awards  in  the  world.  The  College  also  launched  its  media  and  communication  study  abroad 
program  in  Dublin  this  year.  This  complements  the  other  study  abroad  partnerships  — the  business  program  in  Maastricht, 
the  theatre  program  in  London  and  the  Washington  Semester  program.  More  than  50%  of  all  of  Muhlenberg  students  now 
study  abroad  in  dozens  of  nations. 

The  201 1-12  Commencement  Speaker  is  Mary  Schapiro,  chair  of  the  Securities  and  Exchange  Commission.  Also  receiving 
honorary  degrees  were  Jeannette  Ickovics,  class  of  1 984,  who  is  a professor  of  epidemiology  and  public  health  at  Yale,  along 
with  Liz  McCartney  and  Zach  Rosenburg.  McCartney  and  Rosenburg  founded  the  St.  Bernard  Project,  which  helped  rebuild 
New  Orleans  after  Hurricane  Katrina.  Since  Hurricane  Katrina,  The  College  has  sent  nearly  1 00  students  to  New  Orleans  for 
Alternative  Spring  Break  to  help  with  the  rebuilding  process.  On  an  additional  community  engagement  note,  the  College  was 
once  again  named  to  the  President's  Honor  Roll  for  Community  Service. 

So,  what  started  as  a difficult,  chaotic  year  has  blossomed  into  one  of  the  best  in  college  history.  Two  long-time  administrators 
retired  at  the  end  of  the  year  — Carol  Shiner  Wilson,  Dean  of  the  College  for  Academic  Life;  and  Athletic  Director  Sam 
Beidleman.  A 1963  graduate  of  Muhlenberg,  Beidleman  has  been  affiliated  with  the  school  for  more  than  50  years  as  a 
student,  athlete,  coach  and  administrator.

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"...  People  who  study  the  nature  and  function  of 
stories,  aka  narratologists,  will  tell  you  that  stories  are 
scripts  we  take  in  from  the  culture — templates  for  who 
to  be  and  how  to  be.  Probably  the  most  popular  one, 
the  one  that  got  you  to  Muhlenberg  in  the  first 
place — your  chosen  beginning — is  the  bourgeois 
success  story,  which  I mockingly  call  "2.4  refrigerators 
and  a split  level  spouse."  You  know  this  story  because 
you  live  it:  get  in  to  a good  school,  get  a good  job,  make 
money,  marry  Mr.  or  Ms.  Right,  buy  things  and  still 
more  things,  and  live  happily  ever  after. 

The  problem  with  this  story,  though,  is  that  it  casts 
each  of  us  in  the  role  of  hero.  And  hero  is  a really  hard 
part  to  play,  because  heroes  are  larger  than  life.  And 
frankly,  most  of  us  are  not  larger  than  life. 

. . .So  here  we  are  at  the  end  of  your  college  experience.  And,  during  a period  of  endings,  the  lure  of  sentimentality  is 
that  much  greater.  We  feel  the  need  to  consecrate  this  moment  of  ending — graduation — ritually.  We  start  talking  in 
grandiose  terms  about  everything.  As  I keep  saying.  I'm  not  just  giving  you  some  lecture:  if  s the  last  lecture,  as  if  your 
learning  were  ending  here,  God  forbid! 

I've  talked  to  a lot  of  seniors,  and  most  of  you  right  now  are,  in  one  way  or  another,  freaking  out — at  least  in  part 
because  you  are  starting  to  see  that  the  end  of  college  is,  in  some  ways,  an  end  to  more  than  just  college . . .And  I 
suspect  when  you  leave  this  last  lecture,  a lot  of  you  will  be  getting  loaded,  as  a way  of  getting  out  of  your  head,  a way 
of  not  thinking  about  how  things  are  ending.  Arguably  thaf  s what  Senior  Week  is  all  about:  if  s an 
institutionally-sponsored  bacchanalia,  designed  by  the  College,  your  surrogate  parent,  to  preserve  for  you  the 
sentimental  illusion  of  a happy  ending  for  as  long  as  possible. 

sentimental  crap  doesn't  let  you  off  the  hook.  On  the  contrary,  it  raises  the  stakes  on  the  hero  script.  It  makes  you  feel 
like  you  are  more  important  than  you  actually  are  and  increases  the  likelihood  that  you  will  feel  shitty  about  yourself 
if  you  aren't  making  the  next  step  in  the  bourgeois  success  script  immediately. . . Yes,  we  are  all  inevitably  the  hero  of 
our  own  life  story,  but  I am  asking  you  to  try  on  the  possibility  that  if  s not  that  hot  of  a story. 

. . .1  want  to  return  now  to  that  Buddhist  joke  with  which  I began.  'Make  me  one  with  everything,'  he  says  to  the  hot 
dog  vendor.  In  that  moment  the  joke  collapses  the  distance  between  the  high  and  the  low:  Buddhists  are  icons  of 
exotic  spirituality.  Hot  dog  vendors  are  emblems  of  working  class  shmoes,  thick  in  eat-and-excrete,  mundane  reality. 
The  joke  collapses  the  distinction;  it  erases  hierarchies.  It  makes  us  all,  in  fact,  one  with  everything,  even  as  it  suggests 
a double  meaning  in  its  very  utterance.  There's  a follow-up  to  the  Buddhist  joke.  After  taking  his  hot  dog  he  hands 
the  vendor  a $ 1 0 dollar  bill  and  asks  for  his  change.  The  vendor  smiles  and  says,  'Change  comes  from  within.' 

Remember  that.  Change  comes  from  within.  You  have  the  power  to  change  the  story.  You  have  been  scripted  into  a 
melodrama  that  too  narrowly  defines  success. . . Change  the  script.  Choose  comedy  over  melodrama.  Say  no  to 
conventional  power  hierarchies.  Say  yes  to  life.  See  it  for  the  comedy  it  is."  - David  Rosen  wasser.  Professor  of  English

In  the  summer  between  our  sophomore  and  junior  year,  Deborah  sent  me  a lengthy  Facebook  message  outlining 
her  ideas  for  our  senior  year  yearbook.

If  you  look  carefully,  however,  you  will  notice  both  Deborah,  Lisa  (our  sports  editor],  and  I have  portraits  in  the 
senior  section  (Deb's  hair  looks  gorgeous,  by  the  way]  — which  means  that  we  are  graduating  and  leaving  our 
2 1 6-page,  full-color  baby  to  the  next  generation  of  staff  members.  While  we  are  thankful  to  finally  be  free  of  2 AM 
planning  sessions  and  endless  repeated  inquiries  (Do  seniors  get  a yearbook  for  free?  Wait... seniors  get  a 
yearbook  for  free?  Do  they?],  we  are  also  very  sad  to  have  to  leave  the  book  behind. 

However,  we  are  leaving  the  Ciarla  in  good  hands.  Rebecca,  our  Editor-in-Training,  will  be  stepping  up  as 
Editor-in-Chief.  Any  freshman  who  can  take  5 classes  per  semester  and  still  have  the  time,  energy,  and  enthusiasm 
to  check  in  weekly  and  keep  on  top  of  every  assignment  we  give  her  is  definitely  qualified  to  oversee  this  book.  And 
she  will  be  backed  by  a kick-ass  staff  (Can  I print  that  word?  I probably  can  — I'm  still  Editor-in-Chief,  for  now]  -
